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SAN FRANCISCO QUIET 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 2 
Conflicting reports as to the 
number of union carpenters obey- 
ing ths protest strike against 
“American plan” jobs in San 
Francisco continued to be circulat- 
ed tonight. 

According to the San Francisco 
Industrial Association, sponsers of. 
the “open shop” in this city, less 
than 250 carpenters out of several 
thousand obeyed the strike order. 
These striking men involved about 
120 jobs. Replacements were 
quickly made, the Industrial As- 
sociation claims. 


On the other hand union head- 
quarters declared tonight that 
about one thousand union ‘car- 


penters walked out. .The strike is 
in protest against spread of the 
“American plan’ in San Francisc> 
and affects only union workers 
employed on jobs which also em- 
ploy non-union men. 

One report of violence had been 
recorded up to tonight when one 
non-union carpenter was _ struck 
over the head when he refused to 
walk out on a job which nineteen 
of his companions abandoned.

Oak Forest, a Chicago suburb, 
was cut off from communication 
pe ith Chicago for twenty-four hours.

The snow is twenty two inches 
deep. .over parts of Iowa, Missouri 
and Ilinois. It measured 13 inches 
in Chicago. A light snow: was. still 
falling tonight but reports indicat- 
ed the worst was over.

WASHINGTON, April 2—The Ad- 
ministration’s plans to crush the 
widespread violations of the pro- 
hibition laws embodied in a_ bill 
which wes offered in the Senate 
“vy Senator Goff, West Virginia,. 
today, proposes heavy jail: tefms- 
‘nd moreedrastic search and seiz- 
ure provisions. 

The measure was accepted at the 
Capital as the answer of General 
“Lincoln C. Andrews, Dry. Czar, to 
the growing agitation,.in Congress 
for modification of the Volstead 
Act to legalize béer and wine. 

Senators were amazed at. 
drastic proposal. . While the dry 
forces are prepared to drive it 
through Congre&s at the présent 
session the wets are ready to 
;make a last dftch fight against it. 
'A battle royal is certain when it 
comes up for consideration. 

In a letter to Senator Cummins, 
Chairman of the Judiciary commit- 


the 


tee, Andrews declared that: “Our 
experience in enforcing the pro- 
{hibition laws convinced us that 


{certain changes and additions are 
essential to success.” The bill 
would make the following changes 
tin the law. 

Place all cereal beverage plants 
under government supervision un- 
fler heavy bond and impose fines 
of $500 to $5,000 for violation. 

Prohikition for redistillation, use, 
sale, and transportation of industr- 
ial alcohol’ for beverage purposes 
Landes penalty of two years in the 
| penitentiary and a fine not exceed- 
‘ing $25,000. 

Authorizes the issuance of search 


warrants for private dwellings on 
evidence of manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors for commercial pur- 
poses. 

Place counterfeiting of permits 
for the withdrawal of liquor from 
warehouses on physicians prescrip- 
tions with counterfeiting Federal 
currency. A fine of $1,000 or ten 
years in the penitentiary. 

Authorizes the summary condem- 
nation of vehicles used in the ‘ 
transportation of I{quor. 

Registration of building and ap- 

paratus set up to make the manu- 
facture of beer possible. 
{ Provide for a Wider scope by the 
{federal judges in the District of 
{Columbia for éhforcirlg the dry 
laws and make the district police 
department an adjunct of the pro- 
hibition department with authority 
to raid in Maryland. 

After examining the drastic pro- 
visions proposed in the bill, Sena- 
tor James A. Reed of Missouri, 
roundly denounced the measure, ha 
said: 

“The Volstead Act already con- 
tains all the monstrosities of all 
the prohibition. statutes and they 
in turn possess all the intellectual 
atrocities that could te conjured 
up. 

“The 


law is already so drastic 
that it is repellent to the people. 
If it is made more drastic, the 
people will demand complete repeal 
to the law and the wise prohibi-« 
tionists know it.. 

“It is far more important to pre- 
serve the constitutipnal rights and 
natural liberties of the people as a 
whole than to catch an occasional 
bootlegger.”
